It also became known Saturday

Report Is Misleading. 


Following is the statement issued 
Saturday by the solicitor regarding his 
letter to the governor:

[ am, therefore, making a statement call- 
ing the public's attention to the letter 
which I wrote Governor Walker and which 
was by him referred to the attorney gen- 
eral, The very first paragraph of my Jet- 
ter states ‘“‘that the sovereignty of the 
state of Georgia is challenged and powers 
of the federal court invoked to enjoin the 
State from enforcing her penal laws.’’ 
Along with my letter to the governor was 
inclosed a -copy of the proposed bills for 
injunction which had heen furnished me by 
counsel representing these exchanges, 

The federal statute requires In gucn cases 
that the governor and the attorney general 
shall be notified of the pendency of a bill 
for injuncfion, recognizing the fact that 
the state is a proper party to anch @ pro- 
ceeding, and it was in conformity with this 
Statute and also my duty as solicitor gen- 
eral, where the state's sovereignty was 
involved, that I promptly notified the: goy- 
erner of the proposed injunctions. 

‘The rest of my Ictter deals with the 
situation of the statewide violation of this 
law, to which I called the governor’s at- 
tention so that he might use his own judé¢- 
ment and discretion in dealing with the 
same, 

Napier Opinion Clear. 

The attarney general's opinion seems te 
make it clear that if these proposed bills 
for injunction are _ filed, then, in that 
event, it would be the duty of the state 
to act with me in resisting any injunction 
that may be sought in the federal court. 

Counsel representing some of the  erx- 
changes, are endeavoring to make it appear 
that the state law against maintaining and 
operating a place for the purpose of carry- 
ing on the business of dealing in futures 
on margins, has been superseded by the 
Sinith-Lever bill, or cotton futures act, as 
passed in 1916, and amended by the ager 
of congress of 1919. 

This is not the case. The cotton futures 
act not only does not invalidate or supersede 
the Georgia law which makes these transac- 
tions a crime, but it declares in terms that 
it shall not be construed to have guch ef- 
fect. The exact language of the act—as 
set ont in section 17 is as follows: 

‘That the payment of any tax levied by 
this act shall not exempt any person from 
any penalty or punishment now or here- 
after provided by the laws of any state for 
into contracts of sale of cotton 


This gambling, on futures has been 4e- 
nounced by the supreme court in a decision 
rendered by Justice Blanford in the ease 
of Cunningham vs. National Bank in seventy- 
one Georgia, page 408, and referred to ap- 
provingly by Judge Powell in a decision 
written by him in Anderson vs. the state, 
~ Georgia appeals, page 1, which was the 
first test case involving the act of 1906, 
Which makeg it unlawful for ‘‘any person, 
association of persons or  corpore?tons, 
either as principal or as agent, to establish, 
maintain or operate any office or other place 
of business in this state for the purpose of 
carrying on or engaging in the business 
forbidden by this act, commonly called 
dealing futures on the margin.’’ 

Policy Against Gambling. 

Judge Blanford in the Cunningham case, 
declares that the public policy of this state 
iS Against ench transactions, and uses the 
following language in denouncing the prac- 
tices prohibited by the act: 

“But what is the transactions termed 
‘futures?’ It is this: One person says that 
I will sell you cotton at a certain time in 
the future for a certain price. You agree 
to pay that price, Knowing that the per- 
son you deal with has not cotton to deliver 
at the time, but with the understanding 
that when the time arrives for delivery you 
are to pay him the difference between the 
market value of that cotton and the price 
you agreed to pay if cotton declines, and if 
eotton advances he is to pay you the dif- 
ference between what you promised to give 
and the advanced market price. If thie is 
not a snecuiation’ on chances, wacering 
and betting between the parties, then we 
are unable to understand the transaction, 
on a game of faro, brag. or 
poker can not be more hazardous, danger- 
Ous Or tineceertain.

The designation of Atlanta, therefore, as 
a similar spot delivery pvint, and which wé 
have excellent reason to assume may be 
done, especially as Atlanta’s strategic posi- 
tion and its available warehouse facilities 
are very persuasive, would in itself be a 
tremendous boon—a wonderful step forward

One of the principal benefits we would 
enjoy from such & designation of Atlanta 
as a spot delivery point would -be in the 
accumulation of enormous stocks of cotton 
at this point.

New York, November 29.—The 
crushing impact of mighty Britain 
against weak Egypt apparently has 


sent more than a tremor through the 
great Mohammedan world that 
stretches from near the west coast af 
Africa eastward along a broad, a}- 
though spotty belt, to terminate in 
our own Philippine islands. 

Persia, the only Mohammedan state 
belonging to the League of Nations, 
intends to bring the Egyptian protest 
against the British ultimatum, ac- 
cording to some reports, demanding 
reparation for the murder of Sir Lee 
Stack, governor general of the Sudan, 
hefore the League of Nations. 

Has Wider Significance. 

This report. if it is substantiated, 
means more than that one Moham- 
medan stete is going to the aid of an- 
other in distress. There is a tremen- 
dous religious gulf between Persian 
Mohammedans and those of Egypt and 


The difference is as great as that be- 
tween Catholics § and Protestants 

is on 
somewhat the same lines. ’ 
Persia is not an Orthodox Moham- 
medan state. That is, Persian Moham- 
medans do not believe that a lineal 
descendant of the prophet Mahomet 
‘remains upon the earth in the form-of 
a ruler of all Mohammedans and pro- 
tector of the faith. Orthodox Moham- 


Glenn William Chambers, member- | medans helieve that such is the case. 


That is one of the reasons that Persia 
necepted membership in the Leacue 
of Nations while other Orthodox Mo- 
hammedan states did not. 

Faith Not So Strong. 

The Persian faith is not quite so 
| strong or uncompromising as that cf 
the others. An orthodox Mohammedan 
knows that all unbelievers are dogs, 
and that unless unbelievers profess 
the true faith they must either die 
or become slaves. Mahomet taught 
that, and slavery is the only ortho- 
dox status of a_ living unbeliever. 
Hence, orthodox Mohammedan states 
| were not anxious to enter the league, 
where they would have had to coun- 
.sel with unbelievers as equals. 

If Persia champions the Egyptian 
enuse before the Jeague, her action 
will represent partial knitting of the 
frayed cloth of Mohammedanism. 

It would be the old story of out- 
‘side pressure cermpeiling inside dif- 
‘ferences to be forgotten, or at least, 
'temporarily ignored. 

Religion Is Virile Sort. 

The Mohammedanism of north Af- 
rica is of a particularly virile sort.

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HOURLY EARNINGS 
UP 100 PER CENT 
IN LAST 10 YEARS 


New York, ‘November 29.—The 
American working man, in the last 
10 years, has enjoyed a net increase 
in his average hourly earnings of over 
100 per cent. This is announced by 
the national industrial conference 
board, which has just completed a 
survey of the trends of wages, hours 
aud employment in manufacturing in- 
dvstries of the United States. 

Security of employment and the 
ability of the employer to maintain a 
full working schedule are mainly re- 
sponsible for increased earnings, the 
board says. 

Periods of want and periods of 
plenty have succeeded each other dur- 
ing the last 10 years, but with em- 
ployment no more uncertain today 
than 10 years ago, with wage rates 
over 100 per cent higher, and average 
living costs 1p only about 60 per cent, 
Even with due allowance for im- 
proved standards of living, the wage 
earner today “appears to be in a 
much more advantageous position at 
the close of the decade than at its 
beginning.”

Mexico City, November 29.—The 
Mexican senate has unanimously rati- 
fied the Mexico-Japanese amity, com- 
merce and navigation treaty which 
was signed October 8 and which dis- 
ple ~gs the treaty of 1888. 

The most important point in the 
agreement is connected with the dam- 
ages citizens of either country may 
suffer owing to revolutions, each gov- 
ernment agreeing to hold the other re- 
sponsible on that score. Japan also 
withdraws all claims for revolution- 
ary damages suffered previous to the 
signature of the treaty. 

Regarding immigration the pact 
specifies that this may be limited ac- 
cording to the laws and interests of 
the respective countries, Mexico being 
at liberty to study and decide to what 
extent Japanese immigration is de- 
sirable. The treaty becomes effective 
a fortnight after the exchange of rat- 
ification. 


WASHINGTON SEES 


NO OBJECTIONS. 

Washington, November 29.—State

Washington, November 29.—How 
warm is a blanket? The bureau of 
standards has investigated this impor- 
unt if homely question, and tonight 
runounced the results.

FOR COLDS, CLAIM 


New York, November 29.—Treat- 
ment of respiratory diseases by chlo- 
rine gas has been discarded here by 
the department of health, as worth- 
less in most instances and harmful 
in some, it was announced today. 

Cessation of use of the vas treat- 
ment, which was carried on in two 
city clinics from June 1 to August 1, 
is aLuounced in a report submitted to 
the health commissioner by Dr. Louis 
I. Harris, director of the bureau of 
preventable diseases. The report says 
that of 671 cases given the chlorine 
treatment only 6.5 per cent of the 
506 patients who answered question- 
naires were found to have benefited 

The two gus clinics were establish- 
ed here after Doctors Sawyer and 
Vedello, United States medical de- 
partment, reported that in their ex- 
periments 71.4 per cent of 931 pa 
tients had been treated successf !lv. 

The health department asserts that 
the treatment is actually harmful in

Our motor car companies 
are, furthermore, real manufacturers 
to a greater degree than in any other 
country. 

The attendance at both Paris and 
London was enormous. People from 
all over the world attended the Paris 
show, and London had numerous for- 
eign visitors. It was estimated that 
over 100,000 people visited the Grand 
Palais on each of the two Sundays 
upon which the show was open, and 
700,000 during the eleven days it con- 
tinued. The same interest prevailed 
in England. Such attendance proves 
that public interest in motor cars is 
as keen in Europe as it is with us. 
Both shows were an unqualified suc- 
cess from every standpoint. 

Most Cars Tiny. 

Another marked difference between 
the automobile industry in Europe 
and America is in the size of cars 
produced. 

Perhaps three-fourths of all Euro- 
pean makers. produce small cars. 
Many of these cars are of short 
wheelbase and of treads as narrow 
as 46 inches, against the American 
standard of 56 inches. Small tires 
and low road clearance are common. 
as are open cars seating two and 
three people, with quite flimsy tops. 

Small bore motors with high com- 
elon. under speeds of from 3,000 
to 4,000 r.p.m. prevail.

‘What a short, busy, interesting 
month is ahead of the Parent-Teacb- 
er associations. ‘This is the children’s 
month and the pre-school child is up- 
permost in our minds. Let us have 
reports from the pre-school chairmen 
who are at work, and see that every 
school has a_ pre-school chairman 
appointed before January. It is of 
vital importance to get into the hands 
of every mother of a pre-school child 
the invaluable book, ‘The Runabout in 
the House of Health.’ These book- 
lets may be secured from American 
(‘hild Health association, 370 Seventh 
avenue, New ~ ork, at 15c a copy, or 
for much less if ordered in quantities. 

“Let us make the home, the church 
and the schoo] the center of the child’s 
happiness this month. Let the spirit 
of constructive play reign supreme. 
Give the children the 7 prerogative— 
childish pleasures—for they will tire 
soon enough of the others. 

“This is the month when no mother 
is too busy to do parent-teacher work 
for the theme of the month is ‘A Back 
to the Home Christmas.’ The day is 
dawning when the child loves to go to 
xchool and the P.-T. A. is striving to 
guide and help the mothers so that 
every child will love to go home. 

“The parent-teacher strives for 100 
per cent membership, therefore, it Is a 
haven for rich man, poor man, beggar 
man, thief, doctor, lawyer, merchant, 
chief, ete. It opens its arms to all. 
It asks no question, it only begs 
you to join and come to a meeting. 
Then it supplies aim, ideals, construc- 
tive suggestion books, love and sympa- 
thetie understanding. 


“We have not had trained parent 


hood, so the parent-teacher is becom 
ing a training school for fathérs, moth 
ers and teachers. We are studying 
the child and child psychology, and 
urging women to specialize along cer- 
tain lines. Childrens’ reading, recre- 
ation, health, ete., that they may guide 
and help the less fortunate. 

“All home work is parent-teacher 
work, but many women have been do- 
ing this work the hardest way and 
have lost the joy of doing. Many’ 
women will do better work under the 
inspiration of group work, so the par- 
ent-teacher has come to stay. We 
all get into ruts and need the awak- 
ening. that comes from contact with 
minds that are turned in the same di- 
rection, but that are, perhaps, more 
alert or better trained. Then, too, 
when one is grown, it is a great com-. 
fort to realize that others have the 
same problems that we have and that) 
our children are not queer or bad, but 
are following their natural tendencies | 
and need only loving, enlightened 
guiding. 

“An organization made of a select 
ed few makes mistakes, so why should 
not the parent-teacher have made 
some ? But an organization that 
studying and that has as high an aim 
as the parent-teacher will make fewer 
each yvear. 

“Improve your own home and your 
own child, but help your community | 
or a well-trained child will be a mis 
fit in the eémmunirty. 

“Give your mothers lists of chil--| 
dren's books and games from which to 
select Christmas presents. Remember | 
that a gun is a weapon for killing. 
and not a toy for a child. 

“A mother who is working for and 
with her children for a healthier, hap- 
pier childhood is happy. 

“Let us laugh and play aii 
with our children. |

The blind man in our text was 
fortunate in that his blindness was 
not due to any act of his own, and 
fortnnate, also, in being cured.

_“'The Modern Use of the Bible.” by 
Harry Emerson Fosdick, is published 
by the MacMillan company. 

This volumne is one of the “Reli- 
us Bes Sellers,” and will be read 
with keen interest by thousands who 
are anxious to determine for them- 
selves whether or not Dr. Fosdick is 
a heretic. 

lt wl be difficult to convince 
those who have read the author's 
“The Meaning of Prayer,” and “The 
Meaning of Faith,” that he has de- 
parted from the Christian faith. 

The general discussion of this vol- 
ume may be seen from the contents: 
The New Approach to the Bible, The 
Old Book in a New World, The An- 
cient Solution, Abiding [Experiences 
in Changing Categories. Miracles and 
Law, Perils of the New Position. 
Jesus the Messiah, Jesus the Son of 
God, 

Dr. Fosdick is a decided progres- 
sive and anti-fundamentalist, but he 
does not belong to the extreme type 
of progressives who hold to a vague 


faith, and manifest a flippant irrev- 
erent attitude toward the fundamen- 
tal elements of the Christian faith. 
There is no uncertain note in the 
author’s estimate of God the Father 
and Jesus Christ and Saviour.

Cotton and Tobacco Bright Spots 
In District, Says Bank Report 


While business statistics collected 
during the month of October indicate 
further improvement as a whole in 
the sixth Federal Reserve bank dis- 
trict, adverse conditions are not, how- 
ever, entirely lacking, several lines 
of wholesome trade falling below fig- 
ures for the same period in 1923, as 
well as the volume of retail trade be- 
ing under that of October last year, 
according to the November monthly 
review issued by that institution to- 
day.

The review also points out the sig- 
nificant fact that member bank sta- 
tistics show a greater volume of loans, 
higher in fact than on any reporting 
date since early in January, while 
also true is it that both time and 
demand deposits are at high points for 
this vear, and greater than in 
Federal reserve bank discounts, how- 
ever, continue at a low point, while 
reserves are much higher. Saving 
statistics showed a_ slight increase 
over the month of September, and 
almost 6 per cent over October of 
1923. Failures in the sixth district 
are shown to be a little larger than 
in September, but not up to the figure 
for the same month last year. 

Building Gains.

Mississippi there was small increase 
in the corn acreage this season, but 
low average yields reduced the produe- 
tion to 29,040,000 bushels, the small- 
est crop in 15 years. The estimated 
cron in Tennessee is 68,133,500 
bushels, but smaller by 5,807,500 
bushels than that of last year: while in 
| Louisiana the estimated production is 
'18.998,000 bushels as against 25,937,- 
(000 bushels in 1923. 
| The sweet potato production in 
‘Georgia is estimated at 9,316,000 
bushels, says the review, as compared 
| with 11,508,000 bushels in 1923, the 
'reduction being due to the continued 
dry weather. Mississippi's sweet po- 
tato crop is estimated at 5,088,000 
| bushels, representing the smallest crop 
in 10 years. In Louisiana this crop 
has been estimated at 3,{00,000 
bushels as against 7,020,000 bushels 
last year. 

The peanut production in Georgia 
is estimated to amount to 118,800,000 
pounds as compared with 77,524,000 
pounds in 1923.

It doesn’t seem possible that 
any animal in the world has such feet, 
a wise provision of nature for deep 
snows, for the animal is on 
shoes.

:: NEW EXPLORATIONS AT ANTIOCH :: 


HE ancient city of Antioch, 
in Syria, which has alreay 
yielded rich treasures of an- 
tiquity, is the scene of ex- 
plorations which have_ just 
disclosed an early church on 
a site where Paul and Barna- 
bas are believed to have preached. 

A bulletin from the- Washington, D. 
»C., headquarters of the National Geo- 
graphic society, based on a communi- 
cation by William H. Hall, says 

“Eor a thousand years Antioch was 
the capital city that ruled the indus- 
tries, trade and commerce of the Eu- 
phrates and Tigris valleys. And now 
the turn of fortune’s wheel has again 
directed the stream of trade past her 
doors. 

“She has become the natural outlet 
for the wealth of cotton, corn, and 
dates produced in the Valley of Meso- 
potamia. 

“It is hard to come to reality and 
think of American Fords and Italian 
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Fiats rushing along the roads where 
Ben Hur guided his matchless Arab 
steeds, or of great motor lorries trund- 
ling across #&e plain where the long 
trains of camels brought their cara- 


vans of riches from the east. The 
hippodrome where Ben Hur, the Jew, 
contested with Messala, the Roman, is 
is ruins, but the east and the west are 
just as surely in conflict today. 


‘“‘According to the Roman reformer 
and satirist, Juvenal, from Antioch, 
also, ‘the waters of the Orontes over 
flowed into the Tiber,’ and thence 
came superstitions and indulgences 
and excesses that caused the corrup- 
tion of. Rome. This may be true, but 
also it was ‘in Antioch that. the dis- 
ciples were first called Christians.’ 

“The most magnificent splendor of 
Antioch was its great street. This 
ran straight through the city from 
east to west. At each end there was 
an impressive gate. The eastern gate 
was later known as the ‘Gate of St. 
Paul.’ It was still standing forty-five 
years ago, almost complete; but now 
even the foundations have been re- 
moved for buildings in the modern 
city. The western, or Daphne gate, 
was called the ‘Gate of the Cherubim,’ 
for over this gate Titus placed the 
golden cherubim he had taken trom 
the temple in Jerusalem. 


HESE two gates were about 
four miles apart. Between them 
was a grand boulevard. 
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“On each side of the street was a 
double row ot columns. The outside 
aisle in each case was roofed over, 
furnishing a shady walk in summer 
and a dry and sheltered way during 
the winter storms. Between the in- 
ner rows of columns was a broad 
highway for chariots and horsemen. 
It has been. estimated that if these 
columns were the same distance from 
each other as those still standing in 
the street of Palmyra, there would 
rave been 6,800 in all. 

‘This street was lined with magnifi- 
cent public buildings, temples, shrines 
and palaces of the nobles. 

“Imagine, then, this grand high- 
way, with its long vista of granite, 
marble, and porphyry columns, its 
covered promenade rich in statues and 
carvings, its marble pavements, its 
beautiful Grecian architecture, and, 
terminating all, the golden decora- 
tions of the western gate blazing in 
the light of the setting sun. 

“Fill this street with its busy 
throngs of men and women: Here a 
religious procession, the priests clad 
in the many-colored vestments of 
their office, the animal for sacrifice 
decked with wreaths and garlands of 
flowers, and the company of singers 
chanting the solemn processional, 
there a gay throng of revelers in wed- 
ding procession, escorting the bridal 
pair to the beautiful Nymphaeum, 
near the river side, a great circular, 
dome-covered building, rich in col- 
umns and statues, and with. cool, 
splashing fountains—an institution 
with special accommodations for the 
celebration of nuptials; or, again, 
down the great street there might 
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come some victorious general, return- 
ing in triumph from his foreign cam- 
paign—slaves, soldiers, sovereigns, 
all following his triumphal car. Thus 
came the great Caesar himself, while 
the city resounded again and again to 
cries of loyalty and adoration. 

‘‘Herod’s street also had a row of 
columns and was paved with marble. 
It traversed the portion of the city 
known as Herod’s Suburb. 

‘From the western, or Daphne 
gate, a great highway extended for 
some six or eight miles through the 


suburb of Heraclea to the noted 
Grove of Daphne. This road skirted 
the low foothills. At frequent inter- 
vals there were fountains, and on both 
Sides were the magnificent villas of 
the nobility of Antioch.”

A CUP OF TEA 


‘‘Have a cup of tea?’”’ says China 
to the rest of the world, for from 
that land of dragons and Mah Jongg 
comes most of the tea we drink. 

The trees in the great tea gardens 
are raised from seeds, and are kept 
trimmed to about five or six feet 
high. If they were allowed to grow, 
they probably would reach a height 
of about twenty-five feet. In about 
three years after planting, the first 
crop of leaves can be gathered, and 
from then on they are usually gath- 
ered four times each year, the trees 
yielding for about twenty-five or 
thirty years. 

Leaves Are Dried 

The leaves are first dried, as they 
are full of sap or juice after they 
are picked. The drying is done in 
several ways. Usually it is done on 
trays made of bamboo. The leaves 
are rubbed and rolled between the 
palms of the hands, so that they 
may dry more quickly and evenly. 

Next they are ‘“‘fired,’’ or placed 
a few at a time, in iron pans over a 
charcoal fire. They are left in 
these but a short time, for they are 
hot. If the leaves are sufficiently 
dried after the first firing, they are 
finished; if not, they are fired once 
again. The tea is then spread out, 
and the broken bits of stems are 


removed. 
Roll Leaves 

The large tea-hongs use a pecu- 
liar method of rounding the leaves. 
In one of the places several China- 
men roll and toss balls about with 
their bare feet. . The balls are about 
the size of footballs and are partly 
filled with tea. Although this per- 
formance looks like a game, it is 
really very hard work. As the balls 
are tossed about, the tea leaves 
are given their rounded or twisted 
appearance. 

In the largest tea-hongs there are 
professional tasters who grade the 
tea and fix its value before ship- 
ping. They do nothing but sip tea 
from small cups, and this is consid- 
ered a very important line of work, 
requiring a particular, experienced 
taste,
